The Tweed Fisheries Act of 
1969 remedied some of the.

“I HAVE obtained prices 
of various Norwegian, 
Icelandic and American 
power-operated reels and 
consider them all too ex- 
pensive for use during our 
six week cod-ripping 
season and so I've decided 
to use less expensive but 
equally robust hand- 
operated reels for Ashing 
in depths to 100 fm. 

"I have been told that a 
reel of this type is made 
somewhere in the Faroe 
Islands. Can you supply me 
with any information about 
it?” 

■ The reel you have heard 
about is the Vaga Snellan reel 
which is deep and narrow in 
width ao that it can be wound 
easily and slowly when fish 
are fighting immediately 
after being hooked, and easily 
and progressively faster as 
they cease to fight. 

The chief reason for itH 
effectiveness is the automatic 
brake with which it is fitted. 
This makes it unnecessary to 
tend the reel while the line is 
running out as the brake acts 
in such a way that it releases 
or stops the line rb required. 
If fish are hooked while the 


line is running out, it stops, 
thereby providing valuable 


information about the depth 
at which fish are feeding. 

Normal practice when 
fishing cod in deep water is to 
use a 2.6 m. diameter 
monofilament nylon line to 
which are attached — in 
order — a swivel and sixteen 
1 1-metre, two mm. diameter, 
nylon tracees with swivels 
between them. To the middle 
of each trace a rubber eel is 
attached by a swivel and 
short dropper. 

To the end of the bottom 
trace is attached a swivel and 
two kg. lead.

! the shooting tube and through 
a fairlead, into the Bea at the 
stern of the vessel. 

The installation of the 
shooting tube was suggested 
by the WFA after one crew- 
man wbb victim of a common 
accident on line vessels — be- 
ing hooked through the finger 
and .dragged towards the 
stern. 

The suggestion was to enter 
the hookB into a slotted tube 
before clipping the snoods 
on to the line. 

In addition to enabling 
shooting to be carried out 
with much greater safety, the 
tube and fairlead prevent the 
line fouling the stern of the 
vessel during manoeuvring. 

The line used on San 
Joseph is 8mm dia. spun 
nylon Greenfil, supplied by 
Bridport-Gundry. Snoods are 
each made up of a Mustad 
round bent No. 7 hook with a 
swivel, attached to a Luhr 
Jensen LJ70 snood clip by 1 
mm dia. rigid stainless steel 
wire. The overall length of the 
snood, including the clip, is 
305mm, Although thiB is 
quite short by normal stan- 
dards, the snoods appear to 
bB just as effective as longer 
ones. 

The snood storage carousel, 
mounted forward of the line 
drum, rotates around a ver- 
tical spindle fitted with a 
brake which enables the 
structure to be locked in 
seversl different positions. 

Housed in the carousel are 
20 racks carrying 200 Bnoods 
each, i.e. a total of 4,000 
snoods. 

Each rack can be extended, 
or, if necessary removed from 
the carousel for baiting, 
shooting and hook replace- 
ment when hauling. The- 
racks can be inserted or 
removed from either end of 
the carousel. 

Before commencing the 
shooting operation, the 
carousel is rotated to a posi- 
tion convenient for attaching 
the snoods to the line. A 
buffer store of baited snoods 
is then built up. This is done 
by taking several hundred 
Bnoods from one of the racks, 
baiting the hooks with 
mackerel and placing the 
hooka over a sloping wire 
which feeds down to the 
shooting tube. 

Opportunity is also taken 
at this stage to load the 
shooting tube with baited 
hooks ready for clipping on to 
the line. 

After this has been done, 
the line from the drum is 
threaded through the various 
blocks and fairlead to the 
stem of the vessel. A dhan is 
then attached to the end of 
the line and streamed away, 
die line being drawn off the 
drum by the way of the 
vowel. After sufficient line 
has been paid away, an 
anchor Ib attached and 
shooting commences. 

This is a three-man opera- 
tion. One man, stationed in 
front of the carousel, takeB 
one snood at a time from the 
rack, baits the hook and 
places the snood on the slop- 
ing wire to maintain the 
buffer etore. 

The second man takes the 
snoods off the wire and enters 
the baited hooks into the 
shooting tube. The third man, 
stationed alongside the 
shooting tube, clips the 
snoods . on to the passing 
longline at the required spac-

After all the Bnoods have 
been hauled, the second 
anchor and dhan are brought 
aboard. The gear is then 
ready for re-halting and 
shooting again. 

Since the initial trials 
earlier this year, Son Joseph 
has continued to use the 
system commercially with 
B«an Magee in command. 
During this time the system 
has worked well and has 
shown distinct advantages 
over traditional longlining 
methods, particularly the 
basket method employed on 
the aouth : west coast.

the hooks are removed from 
the rim of each basket, baited 
and hung over the rim with 
the hook hanging on the out- 
side. Shooting requires the 
crew to pick up the hooks in 
sequence and throw them 
clear of the vessel as the line 
is drawn out of the baskets by 
the way of the vessel. 

There is little doubt that 
this method is slow, inef- 
ficient and unsafe, particular- 
ly where inexperienced crews 
are concerned. 

The advantages of using 
the snood clip system with 
carousel are: 

1. Foster hauling. Hauling 
can be continuous since the 
fiah need not be removed 
from the hooks during haul- 
ing. The snood, complete with 
fish, is simply unclipped from 
the line and placed in the 
deck pound until later. 

2. Reduced turnround 
time. The gear can be baited 
and shot again immediately 
after hauling. As mentioned 
earlier, this cannot be done in 
traditional lining. 

3. Increased safety during 
shooting. Since the snoods are 
clipped to the line with the 
hooks enclosed in the shooting 
tube, there is no risk of a man 
being snagged by a hook 
should there be a sudden sur- 
ge in the line. 

4. Saving in deck space. 
Storage of the line on a single 
large drum and the use of a 
carousel for the anoods 
enables a great saving to be- 
made in the space the gear oc- 
cupies on deck. The 
traditional method requires 
20 baskets for a line with 
4*000 hooks, and even if GRP 
bins are used, seven of these 
(holding 600 hooks each) are 
required. 

5. Easier handling. The use 
of snood clips and an efficient 
storage Bystem enables 
longlining to be carried out 
with a relatively inexperienc- 
ed crew. Traditional longlin- 
ing requires ;a well-practiced 
crew to work the gear ef- 
ficiently without major 
tangles. 

6. Easier repairs. Since the 
snoods can be unclipped from
